A SynopMtii of the Work Done. 

Judge Price has been holding Courts of 
Revision nnder the Dominion Franchise 
Act during the past two weeks, and, thus 
far, the Reformers have been making great 
gains. The Conservatives have evidently 
been caught napping as, in the majority of 
oases, the time for filing appeals had elapsed 
before theirs were prepared. At Napanee, 
on Tuesday of last week, the Reformers 
struck off forty-five Tories and added 
thirty-five Grits, or a change of eighty. 
The Tories did not make a single change. 
At Richmond on the following day, thirty- 
five Tories were struck off and eight Grits 
added, making a change of forty-three. 
The Tories added one man but did not 
strike off any Reformers. This makes a 
net gain of forty-two in the township of 
Richmond. Thursday Judge Price spent 
part of the day at North Fredericksburgh 
Town Hall, when the Reformers sneoeeded 
in making still further gains. In that 
township forty-seven Tories were struck 
from the list and thirteen Reformers added 
thereto, or a change of sixty. On Friday 
court was held in South P’redericksbnrgh, 
the Reformers adding five to the list and 
striking off forty-seven Tories. At Am¬ 
herst Island eleven Reformers were added 
and ten Tories struck off. .\t Bath twenty- 
five Tories went into oblivion and one 
Grit was placed on the list. At this place 
the Tories added two. At Odessa on Wed¬ 
nesday no less than 107 Tories were struck 
from the list and eighteen Grits placed 
thereon, or a change of 126 for the town¬ 
ship of Ernesttown. The Tories had a 
long list of appeals ready but they were 
thrown out by the Judge as they were not 
filed in the regular way. To-day court is 
held in Adolphustown and the list will 
then be completed. Messrs. Herrington 
<t Warner have charge of the appeals in 
the Reform interest and Mr. Fred Ruttan 
is managing matters for the Conservative 
party.

the Government. 

On tha back of the great Frith of Forth 
bridge, the greateet wonder ot tbe world, 
oomta the proposal to oonneot the Frithe oi 
Forth and Olydo by a lookleaa ahip oanal. 
It ii oalonlateo that this could be aooempUeh- 
ed for elgttorten mlllioneof pounds, andthat 
It wonld when oompleted be of prlcelssa im 
porwnoe both for oommeroe and for war. It 
has 10 muoh to recommend It that it ie gener¬ 
ally thought that it will be set abont almeat 
imm^iately. The Mauoheeter ehlp osnal 
will ooit about as much, though it ie merely 
a local work, while tkle new project will be 
a national one, 

The Spanish Government ie alarmed at 
the rapid depopulation of Spain by immi¬ 
gration, and may take meaenraa to ohaok It. 
The emigrants go ohlefly to Sooth America ; 
in five months of the present year Umguay 
and the Argentine Rspnblio reoeived 20,OW 
Spaniards; and 1,000 natives of Rleja, 
Aragon and Catalonia embarked In one day 
from Baroelona embarked in one day frem 
Bsroelona for Buenos Ayres. Tbe rapid 
growth of the Senth American oonatnae 
gives great importanoe to tbe Pan-American 
Conference wbioh will be held ebortly in the 
United States. 

According to a long artlole in the Fort¬ 
nightly, from 60 to 80 per cent, of all tbe 
books given out of lending llbrarlae in 
twenty-two of the prinolral towns of Eog- 
land were prose flotlon, while from 1 te 2 per 
cent, were books on theology and phil- 
uaopby, and about the like proportion of 
books of poetry and the drama. In Soot- 
land tbe tone of pnbllo taste is a little higher, 
but only a little, Tbe general oonoluelon 
reached is that there is an enormous demand 
for works of fiotion, and that the preferenoe 
ie for books of a highly eeusatienal character, 
and these often of an immoral oharaoter, 
and totally destitute of literary merit.

well aa winter use. Tee gentleman who 
shoald insist upon substituting a striped 
fennel fer a white linen shirt would bat a 
lew yea-n ago have been regarded as morc- 
than half m°d. Various arc the companies 
orgun'zed to meet the public demand for fine 
wool fabrics. Various methods to prevent 
wcol from shrinking have been introdneed, 
and there is more than one process patented 
tc restore wcollen goods which have been 
shrnnken. When it is remembered that 
the altcrnato fibres of the wool are spirals, 
and that shrinking is the drawing np or 
catahirg togeth .r of these altetnite fibres, 
thes I attempts do not appear so obimerloal 
as might be supposed. All that stands in 
the way of the permanent adoption of under- 
garrotuls of pnre wool is this fact, that they 
are liable to shrink even with the perspira- 
iion of the skin. Any inventor that will 
leetoro snub fl mnel to it orginal state would 
indeed bo a benefactor to hnmauity. The 
kesutiful ribbed underwear knit by hand cr 
Bacbine v/ill ultimately shrink, do what 
jen may.

Experiments With Eggs- « 

Some of the phenomena of fluid friotlon ^ 
may be beantlfally ehosm by very simple * 
experiments devlsM by Sir William Thom- C 
son. The miiteriaU neoeseary are two eggs 
—one raw, the other hard boiled; two mb- . 
ber bands of snob a siss ae to oloep an egg 
firmly when slipped on length-wise: two 
thin steel wires, abont tbe dzs of those * 
sometimes used os E strings on guitars; . 
and a mirror or large plate, or other smooth _ 
surface, wi^h a ledge around it to prevent * 
tbe eggs rolling off. , 

From a gas fixture, or other convenient ^ 
support, the two wires are hung, and to the 
lower end of each one is fastened one of the 
mbber loops. Into these loops the eggs are ‘ 
slipped, with their long axes vertical, j 
Grasping one egg in the fingers of oaoh 
hand they are gently turned once or twioe 
round and then let go. Tne eggs show a , 
surprising difference in behavior. The boll- 
ed egg keeps twisting to and fro, after the j 
manner of a torsion pendulum, while the 
raw one oomes almost immediately to rest, j 
The explanation (is easy. The hard boiled 
egg, being rigid throughout, turns as a 
whole, while the raw egg, being soft inside, ] 
has only its shell moved by the torsion of 
the wire, the oontents remaining stationary, . 
because of their greater inertia. The shell 
is thus made to mb to and fro on its oon- . 
tents, and being very light, is soon brought ‘ 
to rest. , ,, , 

8ii William Thomson has used this experi- . 
ment to illustrate one of the proofs that the 
interior of the earth Is solid. If the earth . 
consisted of a thin shell or crust of hard . 
rooks surrounding a fluid or pasty nucleus, 
as has been until recently generally taught, ^ 
he says that the observed swin^ng and 
swaying motlona of the earth’s axis In preces- ^ 
sion and nutation would be impossible. Any 
such motion would soon bo stopped by ^ 
Interior friction. 

Place the eggs on the mirror or plate and 
try by a sudden twist with the fiagera to 
spin them on end like tops. With the boil¬ 
ed egg one readily snooeede, but the raw egg 
will hardly make a single rotation before it j 
falls on its side. The finger twist has mere¬ 
ly moved the shell, the Inside remaining at ^ 
rest. Professor Mendenhall has remarked 
that this experiment furnishes a solution to 
Columbus’ problem—how to make an egg , 
stand on end : first boll the egg hard, and ^ 
then spin it. 

The third experiment is the one that oc¬ 
casions greatest surprise. Tbe boiled egg ' 
is spun on its side on the glass, and the . 
palm of the hand is then gently brought j 
down upon it for an instant, Tbe rotation, ^ 
of course, stops at onoe. But when the same ^ 
tbiug is tried with the raw egg, as soon as j 
the baud that stops it is removed, its rota 
tlon begins again. In this case, when the ^ 
shell is.stopped its fluid oontents remain in ^ 
motion, and, rubbing against it, sets it in , 
motion when the band is taken away. It 
astonishes one to find how long tho egg may 
bo held still before this effect slops 1— 
[Scientillo American.

A Hay Palace, 

There have been palaces of grass and of 
ice for some years. Then a corn palace was 
added to the wonders of the world. This 
year sees another material used in the con- 
struction of a palace for.exhibition purposes. 
Creston, Iowa, has built a palace of hay and 
named it the Blue Grass. Ths following de¬ 
scription taken frem the Farmer and Breeder 
will be of interest to those who have been un¬ 
able to visit it. 

As one approaches the structure and the 
eye takes in the massive outer walls, which 
the baled hay gives ths appearance of solid 
masonry with outings of a lighter shade; 
represented by baled straw, with dadoes and 
panels of thatch work in all the varied 
grasses and grains of the region, the wonder 
grows ; and as the eye mounts to the tnrret- 
ed round tower rising above the horse-shoe- 
arched entrance to the-top of the battlement 
walls, with their flags and streamers, their 
sentinel towers, and thence still higher to 
the grand central dome surmounted by the 
central tower whose highest outlook is ninety 
feet, and above which the stars and stripes 
proudly float, the observer is lost in amaze¬ 
ment at the magiii’ude of the undertaking, 
the beauty of the ccnccption, and the faith¬ 
fulness of its execution. Nowhere is anything 
visible except the l.r.y, straw and grasses, 
except at the windows, many of which are 
fsncunlly trimmed with corn in the ear. The 
first thing to strike the eye as one enters 
through the central arch is the round tor/er 
rising from the centre of the inner court and 
supporting the central dome. This is beauti¬ 
fully decaed in fantastic designs, and its 
beau^ of decoi-ationdefies descriptive power. 
For fifty or sixty feet this artistic work 
extends upward to where the graceful arch 
of the vaulted roof springs away from the 
central column or tower. Here nature ends 
in art, blending so perfectly that the point 
of juncture is almost indistinguishable. Radi¬ 
ating in all directions from this common 
Centre on the tightly spread oonvas of the 
r'’'IiQ? are delineated exquisite farm scenes,

No one has done more for Manitoba or is 
belter ac/]aainted with the oircumstances 
and wants of the settler than Mr. Janies 
Taylor. tl;e United States consul at Winni- 
pec- Mr. Taylor has lived there many 
years, and is known far and wide as one of 
the best friends of the North-West. The 
opinion of such a man regarding the causes 
of the slow progress that is being made, is 
therefore, of some value. The best the 
Government can do, when asked to account 
for the failure of all their magnificent 
predictions, is to falsely accuse the Liberal 
party of having decried the country. In a 
recent rejiort to the Washington (lovern- 
•nent, Mr. Taylor describes the old tariff 
ai d tile new tariff of Manitoba. Informer 
dr.ys ivh n it was under the jurisdiction of 
the Hudson Hay Co., t)ie region had a 
local tariff of four per cent, ad valorem, 
with a specific duty of a shilling sterling a 
gallon on liquors and wines. There was a 
large free list, which included agricultural 
in-.pleincnts. To day the duty on imple¬ 
ments is per cent., with mixed specific 
and ad valorem duties on certain kinds; 
and these taxes, says Mr. Taylor, coupled 
with the duties on canned meats and fruibi, 
"have had a very depressing effect iiixin 
the settlement of the country.This 
stands to reason. The (lovernnicnt must 
have known that for a long time the price 
of wheat and other products would, as a 
rule, average higher in Dakota and Minne- 
.sota than in Manitoba, because of the 
greater railroad development of those 
Btates and the special demand for their 
hard wheat in the '.fighhoring markets of 
MinneaiK'lis and Chicago. Htiice a wise 
Govriiment would have gv.ue as far as it 
could go in the direction of minimising the 
cost of fanning in Manitoba. But the 
Co!--ervatives have jiiirsned the very oppo¬ 
site course. The Canadian settler not only 
gets less for bis crop than the settler jast 
ionlh of the line, but is subject to a heavier 
ontliiv in producing it. Mr. Taylor gives 
the following list of American implements 
imitirted into ManitoVia during the year 
ending .Tune -‘(Oth, HHg, attaching the Caii- 
adiiin dutie-. in each case :

The building and furniture 
cost about 9236,000 and the organ *20.000 
more.

The Cojtt of Production. 

When a Liberal in or out of VarUainent 
asserts what is notoriously true, that 
American manufactures in certain lines 
are cheaper than Canadian manufactures, 
he is usually denounced as a traitor and a 
liar .All ho has to do, however, in order 
to silent his assailants is to ask, first, whv 
the ('auadian manufacturer.s want protec¬ 
tion against American goods; secondly, 
what they mean by saving that unrestrict¬ 
ed trade would rain them ; and, thirdly, 
what Mr. Bowell means by keeping a host 
of Customs detectives operating on the 
frontier. Now and then a government 
paper is willing to argue the question, but 
as a rule its argument is an ad captandum 
one. It ignores the three points just 
stated, and ask with a flourish, “How can 
American goods be cheaper than Canadian 
goods, seeing that the United States tariff 
is higher than the Dominion tariff’ On 
the free trade theory this cannot be." 

The free trade theory is that, no matter 
how high or how low a tariff may be, the 
cort I'f production is reduced by the sjie 
1 lahsation or subdivision of labor and ma 
chircry. and that such, subdivision is from 
the nature of things imu'e easilv accom¬ 
plished in a largo market than in a small 
one. Some years ago Mr Ttobert flay, of 
the -'id furniture firm of .lacque.s A Ilay. 
Toronto, was astonished to find that a fur 
intir e maker at South Bend, Iiid., could 
pnrchasi hird's eye maple from Mr HaCs 
eststo up the Northern railway, pay the 
.Ar rri. sn duty convey the wood to Indi- 
ai a. ind send it back to Toronto made up 
into a certain kind of furniture and under 
sell iMr. Hay's own products in that partic¬ 
ular line. The secret was that whereas 
Mr. Hay mancfacturnd all sorts cf furni¬ 
ture, the Indiana man manufactured one 
particular article of furniture, and had 
a iapted his moch.anics and hit machii ery 
to its production. Incur limited market, 
it would not pay a manufacturer to make 
nothing but bureaus, or bedstead.s, or chairs. 
The demand is not surticiently large to 
snpiiort a factory devottii to the^production 
of (i specialt) Few persons engaged 
in manufacturing have an idea of the 
“pull ' the sjieoi lity system gives to .a pro 
duct r as regards cost of production. If a 
blacl: smith had t make pins and needles as 
well as horse shoes, all tfiree articles would 
cost a great deal more than if one .man 
devoted him.self to making each ; but a still 
■urger saving us affected when a dozen or 
ii'ore men with adenjuate machinery are 
Lc.'ugeii in the manufacture of each Every 
1 'ti'Hgeiit Canadian manufacturer knows 
th-t he could raanufarcture cheaiier goods 
if l.i '.ad a larger market to supply, simply 
hi ciinse he conld resort t(' some special line 
of " (,r], T.r.steaa of ;obbing at half a dozen 
lima And, as in the States, the home 
ronsumer would get the benefit of the re- 
dured ce-t of prodnetion.

anything cordial or pleasing about the 
leader of the opposition, but it could make 
its attacks with a greater regard for the 
eternal fitness of things.

with the Jesuits' Estates Act. • • 

The attempts to show that the act was 
unconstitutional have completely broken 
down, and the only other basis for demand¬ 
ing disallowance was that the interests ot 
the whole Dominion were prejudically 
affbeted. Sir John Macdonald dealt very 
trenohently with that plea, and pointed out 
that Quebec having granted out of its own 
money Sl.iO.OOO to the Jesuits cannot be 
shown to have any injurious eftect, much 
less such, an effect as would have justified 
the Dominion government in stepping in 
and interfering with the fundamental right 
of a province to vote its own money as it 
pleased.” Mr. 'Laurier eloquently cimm 
pioned provincial rights and failed (in the 
opinion of the Empire); Sir John tried it. 
did not do the work as well, and succeeded, 
in the opinion of the same authority .'Such 
philosophy is enough to make a hor-.i nick.

It would be ridiculous 
to dream of seeing anyone between New York 
and Paris. The round form of the earth, if 
there were no other difiicnlty in the way, 
wonld make the thing impossible.’’ 

Speaking of the phonograph, the reporter 
askM if itliad reached its highest degree of 
perfeoticn. 

“Almost, I think,” said Mr. Edison, “in 
the last instruments turned out of my work¬ 
shops. Yon mnat know that the ordinary 
phonograph employed in commerce does not 
Mgln to compare with the iatest machines 
that I use In my private experiments. 
With the latter I can obtain a sound power¬ 
ful enough to reproduce phrases of speech 
that can be heard perfectly by a large 
audience. My last ameliorations were with 
the aspirate sonnds, whioh are the weak 
point of the graphopbone. For seven 
months I worked frem eighteen to twenty 
hours a day upon the single sound ‘ speola.’ 
I wonld say to the irutrument, ‘speoia,’ 
and it would always say ‘peoia,' and 1 
oonldn’t make it say anything else. It was 
enongh to make me crazy. But I stuck to 
it until I succeeded, and now yon can read 
1,000 words of a newspaper at the rate of 
160 words a minute, and the instrument 
will repeat them to yon without an omission. 
Yon can imagine the difii:;alty of the task 1 
aonomplished when I tell you that the 
impressions made upon the cylinder are not 
more than one millionth part of an inch in 
depth, and are completely invisible even 
with the aid of a microscope. ” 

Reporter—And what new discoveries will 
be made in electricity! 

Mr, Edison—Ah, that would be difiionlt 
to say. We may some day come upon one 
of the great secrets of nature. I am always 
on the lookout for something whioh will 
help me to solve the problem of navigating 
the air. I have worked bard upon this snb- 
jeot, but I am very much discouraged. We 
may find something new before that comes ; 
but that will come, 

Mr. Edison further said that the great 
development of oleotrioity will come when 
we find a more economical method of pro¬ 
ducing it. During hia trip across the ocean 
be remained for hoars on deck looking at the 
waves, and he said that it made him wild 
when be saw so much force going to waste. 
“ But one of these days,” he continued, 
“ we will chain all that—the falls of Niagara 
as well as the winds—and that will be the 
millennium.

Candied Fbditb.— Make a thick aimp 
with a teaonpfnl of water to a ponnd of 
anger, and in thU boil peaobea, peara, plnma, 
aprloota, cberriea or other fmit notU tender 
—no longer. Let the frnit remain two daya 
in the aimp, then drain it ont, aprinkle 
angar over each piece and dry in the ann or 
a moderately warm oven. 

Spanish Cbxam.—B sat the yolka of three 
egga with half a onplnl of powdered angar ; 
heat baU an cnnoe of bingiaaa with a qnart 
and a half of milk ; let it come to a boll and 
atlr it alowly into the yolks; allow it to boil 
np again and stir in the beaten whites of the 
egga, ponr into molds and let it oool. 

Peach Pudding. —Fill the pndding dUb 
with alternate layers of ornmbe, dotted with 
bntter, and sliced and sweetened peaches, 
having cmmbs on top. Ponr over onatard 
made of one pint of milk, the yolka of two 
egga, and two tablespoonfnla of sugar. 
Steam, and serve with any good aanoe. 

Russian Salad.— Procure a tin mould, 
ring-ihaped, abont the size of a dinner 
plate, only oval instead of round ; it should 
Im an inch and a half deep, an inch and a 
half wide, and hollow. Poor into this ( 
little clear aspic jelly, and when tbb is par 
daily set arrange in it a macedoine of vege 
tables. These, macedoines can be mi^e 
at home, bnt seldom in such perfeotion 
they can be bonght; besides the preparation 
of them involves sush an immense amoant 
of padenoe thalHt b tbe general onstom to 
buy them all ready for use. The maoedoino 
U composed of carrots, tnrnips, peas, par¬ 
snips, French beans, asparagus, beetroot, 
gberkiks, horseradlab, capers, etc. These 
vegetahles are cut small, tnrned Into pretty, 
fanciful shapes with a vegetable cutter, and 
properly cooked. Care must be taken in 
arranging the macedoine to contrast tbe 
colors tastefully, as this lends such an at- 
trsMitive appearance to the dish. Fill np the 
mould with more jelly and set it in a cold 
place—on ice if convenient—until quite Srm. 
When required turn it ont on to a pretty 
dish and till in the centre space with a nice¬ 
ly prepared mixture of lettuce, watercress, 
radishes, endive, beetroot, and bard boiled 
eggs, all chopped rather fine. File these op 
high, and ponr over them some daintily pre 
pared salad dressing. The dressing must 
only be allowed to cover the mound in the 
centre, not the ring of vepetables, or the 
dish will lose altogether its pretty, uncom¬ 
mon appearance. If a little lobster coral is 
at band, sprinkle a tiny morsel over the top 
and it will add a still further charm.

CfttoUng Oonsnmption. 

Dr. WkittsLker, of Ohio, hM recently 
ailed attention to the danger of infection 
with tnberonloab throngh the means of sleep¬ 
ing can, and makes some valnsbb remarks 
respecting tbe means by whioh the danger 
may be oibvbted :— 

“It wonld be diffionlt to oonoeive of a 
oonjunotion of oironmstanoes more dbeotly 
oontribntive to disseminate thb d is e a se than 
b offered in the palace oar. It b always 
badly ventUated ; the vestibnle oar espeobl- 
ly, b close and hot, sixteen to thbty people 
Ming crowded into a space that might make 
a sn^ hall in a house, bnt never a bedroom 
for a pab of bnman beings. Somebody b 
islways hurt by a draught, so that windows 
are kept closed to prevent free ventilation, 
M well M tbe ejection of nntnm, whioh b 
mostly depodted on the floors. Cuspidors 
never contain water, and are mostly used as 
WMte bMkets or slop jarr, and the temper¬ 
ature b raised to a degree sufficient to 
rapidly disseminate infec^ns matter. 

“ With the gathering shades of evening, 
the oompartmenb containing tbe bedding 
are opened into tbe oar to diffiise through it 
a disagreeable musty odor. The traveller 
b treated to tbe luxury visibly of clean 
sheets and pillow oases, bnt tbe blankeb, 
mattrsMes, carpets, and worst of all, the 
curtains, remain the same until worn ont. 

“ Consider now that every oar contains or 
hM recently been occupied by a consumptive 
traveler. If only en route for a change of 
climate, and that throngh ignorance, oare 
lesaness, or weakness, there comes to be 
deposit^ upon bedding, curtains, etc., 
tuberculous matter. What becomes of it, if 
it be not dried and disseminated throughout 
tbe oar, gradually InoorpoKited into the 
lungs of the traveller! 

“ It b a curious fact that tbe first note of 
alarm of thb kind sbonl 1 have been sounded 
by a layman, viz. a barrbter in Anstralb, 
who pnblbhed in tbe Australian Medical 
Gazette, last November, a protest against 
tbe admitting of consumptive travellers into 
tbe same cabins with healthy people. The 
danger is in one sense far greater on a ship, 
in that tbe people are so closely confined in 
the cabins, and, m tbe author states, con. 
siderations of humanity prompt tbe well 
man to close tbe port in protection of th> 
sick. Then, also, the trip is much longer. 

“ These advantages are compensated on 
tbe car by tbe fict that there is from it no 
escape to tbe outer air, not even on express 
Crains, for meals or other necessltiee of life. 
A man may mount for a breath of fresh air 
to the deck of a ship, where indeed he passes 
most of the day ; a prboner is allowed some 
part of tbe day a walk in the * free,' m tbe 
Germans say ; bnt a traveler on an express 
train is for all tbe world in the condition of 
the dogs made to breathe, inclosed in boxes 
of atomizid tuberculous matter, until even 
these animals, naturally immune, become in 
fected with the disease. 

“ But it ia one thing to find fault and 
another to suggest tbe remedy. The plush, 
velvet and silk hangings must go. Seats 
should he covered with smooth leather that 
may be washed off, carpets subitituted fur 
rugs, to bo shaken in the open air at the end 
of every trip, or better still, abolished for 
bard wood floors. The curtain abomination 
must give place to screens of wood or 
leather ; blankets of involids' beds suljeot- 
ed to steam at a high tempi:ratnro; mat 
tresses covered with oiled silk or rubber 
cloth, that may be washed off; and above 
all things, invalids provided with separate 
compartments, shut off from the rest of the 
car, with tbe same oare taken to shut ont 
the smoke of tobacco, 

“The cuspidors, half filled with water, 
should abound in every car, and consump¬ 
tive travelers provided with sputum cups, 
which may bo emptied from tbe oar. For

No home oen be truly happy in which the 
members of tbe family Otrole are Mhamed to 
show their sJhotion for each other. There 
comes a period in the life of all children, 
boys partlonlarly, when they regard a kiss 
or any other lovable demonstration as too 
babyish for them, and they shnn it m they 
wonld poison. 

Perbapa this is the outgrowth of neglect 
on the;mother’s part. Tbe oare ot yonnger 
children crowds the older ones aside and 
before she knows it these dear little ones 
have become accustomed to do without the 
endearments that were showed on them in 
infantil^ears, and can hardly be won back. 
Bishop Vtneent says the average boy at the 
age ot thirteen or thereabout, hM not a 
trland except his mother. He is a terror to 
every one, but for all that his young heart 
probably often yearns for a little petting and 
loving. 

Too often we take home-love m a matter 
of course, just m we take the air, the sun¬ 
shine and other blessings of life; we fail to 
realize that it is like a plant and that to 
give tbe best returns it must be fostered and 
cultivated carefully. It is no uncommon 
thing to find a houseful of half grosrn child¬ 
ren who can scarcely remember when they 
have been kissed by father or mother, 
unless, perhaps, on a return from a long 
journey. But a good-night embrace, a little 
hug, a sympathizing pat on the shoulder 
when they are In trouble, is,so jemote an 
experience, dating back so many years, that 
they have utterly forgotten it. However, 
ler one of these boys ont his band or fall 
out of the haymow and get a bloody head, 
how quickly the whole family are alarmed, 
and run to his assistanoe with loving service I 
Through bis wounds he sees they really 
have hearts, that they do oare for him after 
all, and secretly he rather enjoys being 
bruised since it hM revealed to him that his 
family have an interest in him beyond 
merely seeing that be has enough to eat and 
a place to .sleep.;. How sad it is that ;be 
must nearly break bis neck to find it ont I 

As for the attitude of the children among 
themselves,aDy loving demonstration toward 
each other wonld be almost M overwhelming 
as if a cyclone had struck them. 

They are ashamed of the pet names of 
babynood, sAd are distressed beyond meMure 
if their mother addresses them as “dear” in 
the presence ot a stranger. To grow np 
ignoring or cultivating a contempt tor these 
little tendernesses makes boys boorish, and 
does not ada one whit to there manliness or 
dignity. The mahnei s of girls are, somehow, 
less influenced by the absence of these 
demonstrations—at least, it is less painfully 
noticeable, but all the refinements of society 
cannot balance the gentle schoollog of home, 
a id although sister may not be as olownhh 
and rude as is her brother under the same 
surroundings, yet her character soon takes on 
petty deceits and habitual dissimulations.

There were more than l.COO women in the 
Iiarem of the last sultan uid there arc pro¬ 
bably aa mauy in the imperial aeraglio of 
Abdul’ Hamid. Tba numbtr ia recruited 
■erery year by slaves from Georgia and Oit- 
oaasia, and it ia a ouriote ttog that none 
bnt slave girls can be a part of tho aultana 
female establishment. All of the snltana of 
the p .at have had slave mothers and it ia 
dootrary to the custom of Turkey for tba 
■nltans to marry. There are thonsanda of 
servants abont the palaoes of the snltana. 
He has several hundred eunnotM, and these 
reoeive salaries according to their position. 
The chief ennuoh fa quite as important a man 
aa the grand vizier. He takes part in the 
imperial councils and la a man of great In- 
.ffnenoe. I saw him on the day that the 
■ultan took hia yearly visit when he went to 
kiss the mantie of Mahomet. A tall, broad- 
■bonldered negro with dull black eyes, bnt 
with features expteiaive of intellect and 
wilL He waa dressed in clothes embroider¬ 
ed in gold laoe, and he rode a magnifioent 
Arabian horse. The sultan probably bought 
him as a slave, and the most ordinary 
ennnoha are a ooatly article. They are im¬ 
ported by slave dealers from Africa, where 
they are raised. They are of as different 
grades aa are other men, and the sultan has 
all kinds. The more important of them 
have

in the palace. Each of the more favorite 
■laves of the harem must have her ennnohi 
to wait upon her. She uses them as her 
servants bnt they are guards as woU. This 
chief eunuch has charge of all the women of 
of the palaoe and it is tbrongh their power 
with the snllan that much of bis influence 
comes. 

Ths eunnebs, however, form bnt a small 
part of the servants of the palaoe. There 
are something like 7,000 people abont the 
sultan, and the greater part of these are em- 
ployei. The kltobens of the last sultan had 
300 servants, and it must take a number of 
hands to attend to the thousands of horses 
and to keep the 200 royal oarriages in good 
condition. The sultan has hia barbers, bis 
musicians, and bis boatmen, and I am told 
that their are 100 porters at Yildiz who do 
nothing else bnt carry burdens. The ladies 
of the harem have their servants and 
the hairdressers and the dressmak¬ 
ers must be numbered by hundreds. 
The leas favored among the women 
sometimes act as the servants of others, bnt 
many of these ladies have their separate 
establishments, with, their own ennnohi 
slaves, doctors, and beggars. They reoeive 
visitors in their own apartments and make 
vuits to the other ladies of the imperial city 
which is hidden behind the walls of the 
sultan’s palaoe grounds. The feediug of 
6,000 or 7,000 people every day, year in and 
year out, costs a fortune, and a good part of 
the sultan’s $10,000,000 a year passes 
tbrongh the bands of his cooks, Tne chief 
parto I the cooking for the palaoe la not done 
in the grounds .where the emperor lives. The 
food is prepared at the great palaoe of Dcima 
Bagtche, about a mile away, and it is oarri- 
ed on trays on the heads of porters to the 
harem on the bill. It is safe to eay that a 
large part of the beet of Its dainties are serv- 
od oold. 

The sultan never eats with bis harem, and 
it is not the ourtern for the sexes to eat to¬ 
gether in Turkey, Hia majesty sits down 
to bis meals with bis effiaers of state. He 
drinks hii coffee out of gold cops and he uses 
a Turkish article which is as thick as molaes- 
cs and as strong as lye.

When it assumes the shape of a 
death-dealing company or regiment of sol¬ 
diers it is pretty sure to be believed to be 
much more formidable than it really la. But 
apart from the moral effect of the new cx 
plosive in producing panic by creating ap- 
prebLCsiona of danger from sources which 
cannot be located and the extent of which 
cannot be estimated, it can hardly fall to 
give Its possessor some very tangible advan 
tages on tho battle-field. Hitherto tbe 
clouds of smoke accompanying every dis¬ 
charge of infantry or artillery have afforded 
a very ready and reliable means not only of 
getting tbe direction and distance of an 
attacking force, but even of computing the 
nnmerioal strength of its different divisions. 
That the use of the smokeless gunpowder, 
assuming its effetiveness to be e qual to that 
of the ordinary kind, will give the army 
using it an advantage, seems too clear to 
admit of question. That which the needle- 
gun did for Fmssia in her last conflict with 
Austria, the smokeless gunpowder may one 
day do for her in a struggle with some other 
adversary. It may be doubted whether any 
nation would be so rash as to enter into 
oonflict with another possessing this snper- 
iority. It is not likely, however, that 
Germany will be able long to retain 
exclusive possession of tbe secret of the 
manufacture, and the general nse of the now 
force will soon restore tbe equilibrium. 
Whether the oonstsmtly increatlog efficiency 
of tho implements of destruction will have 
the nltimate effect of decreasing or of stim¬ 
ulating the war spirit must, probably, bo 
loft for the next century to decide.

He has bis ministers 
of state often to dine with him, and bo gives 
dinners frequently to the diplomates at 
Constantinople, At such dinners he sits 
down with his foreign guests

and he is said to be a very good dinner-table 
companion. There are-a number of little 
rooms in tbe pala ce 1 > ' h 

such of his friends as he withes to engage in 
private conversation, and he carries on con¬ 
versation with foreigners through interpre¬ 
ters. He can epeak I'rench, but prefers to 
use the Turkish and an interpreter in his 
conversation. He believes iu education, 
and he has a school connected with this 
harem whore the little princes are taught 
French and tho modern sciences as well as 
the koran 

Tbe guests of the saltan never get a peep 
Into his harem, 'The man who would at¬ 
tempt to enter the apartments reserved for 
the women would bo punished with death, 
and a ennnoh in Constantinople has a right 
to knack down any man who speaks to a 
lady under bis charge. A foreigner was 
nearly killed not long ago for addressing a 
lady of high caste on tbe bridge which crosses 
from StambonI to Fera, and no one in Con¬ 
stantinople save the snltan bos tbe right to 
ask a lady to take off her vsll. The saltan 
can go anywhere and he can penetrate the 
tbe harem of hit officers if be will. This 
right, however, it never enforced and he bat 
quite enough to do to keep the peace in his 
own family. Of late years hit ladies have 
been by no means so secluded os in tbe past 
and much of their restrictions are nominal. 
When the sultan made his annual trip to 
kiss the cloak of the prophet Mahomet, 
which is kept in StambonI, 1 saw at least a 
hundred of them in bis procession. They 
were in closed carriages but I could see plain¬ 
ly through the carriage windows, and the 
veils which covered their faces were of gauze 
so thin that I could distingulth the layers of 
paint on their cheeks. They were dressed 
in silks of all colors of the rainbow, but thesn 
silke were made in the shape of very foil 
water-proof cloaks and they werej rather 
wrappers than dresses. Many of the ladies 
wore kid gloves and I noted that some of 
them bad 

SPREAD UANDKKRCHIEPS OVER THEIR KNEES 

in order to keep their gloves from being soil- 
Many bad their eyebrows painted and their 
eyes showed out plainly over their veils. Be¬ 
side each carriage rode a somber-faced negro 
eunuch dressed in black with a long whip 
in bis band, and tbe carriages were drawn 
by magnificent borsea. There were some 
beautiful girls among them an.II noted half 
a dozen red-headed CiroMsians whose cheeks 
were as rosy as those of an Kcglish barmaid, 
and w'bo would have passed for belles In 
Cleveland, New York, or Chicago. At the 
head of the harem procession was the car¬ 
riage of tbe mother of the snltan, who is 
hr.own as the vallde enltana and who prac¬ 
tically rales the harem. 

Tbe valide sultana has one of tbe wings 
of the palace set apart for her use. She has 
a court almost as important as that of tbe 
saltan himself. She has her ennnohs and 
her servants, and she is probably the only 
one whom his majesty implicitly trusts. She 
acts as tbe go between between the snltan 
and his wives, and she really chooses bis 
wives for him. 1 have been in Constant! 
nople dniing the greater part of the Moham¬ 
medan lent, or of the month known as 
I Ramszan. During this month tbe Mobam- 
1 medans fast from sunrbe to sunset and they 
"engage in nnmerons prayers. At the close

If the happant to pleate 
the enltan ehe ie given a eeparate apartment, 
and if ehe baa any children they are legiti¬ 
mate and rank with other prinoee and 
prinoeteee. If the enltan does not like her 
the ranks with the other elavee ol the 
palaoe, and it may be never tees hit majesty 
again. 

The favorite ladies of the enltan'e harem 
have by no means a bad time, Tney are 
certainly better off than they wonld be in 
their native lands, and many of them aeteem 
it a neat honor to be brought to Censtant- 
InopTa and told, Tbers life in the palaoe Is 
a do-nothing lazy one. They spend the iay 
in ohattlng, eatiog, and eleeping. Most of 
them smoke oigarettee and they go out din¬ 
ing under the charge of their ennnohe when 
they can get permiMion. The enltan bat a 
very nioe little theater in his palaoe and 
mneio for this ie often furnished by the 
ladies of the harem. The ptioe tf a slave 
is largely increased if ehe ie a good mneloian 
and some of these girle are good danoere and 
singers. The price for an ordinary slave girl 
of the desirable age, ranging from 12 to 16, 
is 1200 If she is beanti^l she may be 
worth 12,000 and more, and if in addition to 
tnls she Is a good musician the mother ef 
the enltan will give from $5,000 to $6,000 
for her. Rich blonde beauties with bine 
eyes and transparent skins always bring 
high prices If pinmp and well ronnded, bnt 
1 am told that black girls are brought from 
Africa and sold for a song in Constantinople. 
The slave market of the city bat long since 
been done away with, bnt the buying and 
selling still goes on underhand and the 
terms of slavery outside of the palaoe are 
such that after a slave has served seven 
years she must, if she desires, be released. 
More than half themarriges In Turkey are, 
it is said, made with slaves, but the slave 
bvlns a child is usually elevated to the 
position of wife. 

The foreign artists who come to Constan¬ 
tinople are often asked by the sultan to give 
rerformanoes to himself and bit friends in 
his royal theater within the palace. At snob 
times the favorite ladies of the seraglio get'
